Ray considers himself sort of

tions, do other masonry work, 
carpentry, and house ainting. 

Robert first moved to the 
Havelock area in 1971. He 
started to work in the business 
with his dad in 1980, and 
continued to do so for almost 
seven years. The work is 
seasonal, but a lot gets accom- 
plished in the short season, as 
can be viewed by the Wests’ 
scrapbooks a? s that have 
been completed: Although the 


season ‘is usually from April 
until the end of November, 
depending on the weather.

Railway lines 


The Hastings County Feder- 
ation of Agriculfure held a 
meeting last Thursday to 
determine a course of action in 
regards to abandoned railway 
lines. 

In many parts of the County, 
the railway has virtually aban- 
doned a number of spur lines, 
removing track and ties and 
failing to maintain ditches, 
culverts and fences. 

Not un-naturally, the farm 
interest group want to see 
these sections of abandoned 
rail-beds turned over to 
farmers whose lands abut 
these unused rail corridors. 

There is however, a tangled 
legal can of worms to be sorted 
out. Some parts of the track 
were leased, some were 
bought. Some parts show on 
records and deeds.and some 


advise 
ment that it intends to abandon 
the line. The Federal Govern- 
ment has first right of refusal 
on the right-of-way, and if they 
don’t want it, the next right of 
refusal passes on to the Provin- 
cial Government. Next in line 
is the Municipality and finally 
the landowner whose property 
abuts the land in question. 

In a largely agricultural 
area such as in the south of the 
county,it would make sense to 
favour returning the land to 
farmers, but in the northern

Violent Crimes. Victims 


Bill Vankoughnet, MP for 
Hastings, Frontenac, Lennox 
and Addington, told the House 
of Commons that Canada’s 
justice system is ignoring the 
rights of victims of violent 
crimes. 

“While perpetrators of brit- 
al attacks are freed after serv- 
ing brief, or part of brief 
sentences, their victims, who 
are often left physically and 
mentally scarred for life, are 
all but forgotten,” he said in 
the Commons May 7. 

Mr. Vankoughnet urged the 
Justice Minister to draft legis- 
lation that would amend the 
Criminal Code to expand the 
Code’s ‘‘meagre” restitutional 
“provisions. He also said victim 
impact statements should be 
used in the sentencing of 
violent criminals.

The Ontario Ministry of 
Natural Resources (MNR) has 
put it’s 1987 aerial spraying 
campaign against forest insect 

sts on hold until it completes 
detailed analyses of it’s stock 
of biological insecticide. 

The Ministry learned this 
week, that trace levels of 
bacteria have been discoved in 
a portion of it’s 1987 stock of Bt 
(Bacillus thuringiensis). Bt is 
federally registered and 
provincially approved bacter- 
ial insecticide. Ontario has 
sent samples of it’s Bt to the 
Ministry of Health laboratories 
and anticipates results this 
week. 


The Ministry has used the Bt 
insecticide exclusively since 
1985 in its aerial spraying 
rogram against Spruce 
udworm, Jack Pine budworm 
and Gypsy Moth. Bt is a livin 


only those insects which 
become butterflys or moths. 
“Almost all biological pesti- 
cides have some other bacteria 
in the preparation because 
production is by a fementation 
process. However, we learned 
that-some of our 1987 stock 
may have levels of other 
bacteria that are unexpectedly

Hobi Animal Alert

A credit 
to the effetiveness of these 
devices.is that they are bein 
used by some bus lines a 
truck drivers. : 

Since Animal Alerts are 
proven devices for reducing 
animal-vehicle accidents, it 
would make sense if insurance 
companies offered a reduction 
in premiums for drivers who 
equip their vehicles with these 
units.
